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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 recites a gapless Vivaldi notch/mender line antenna comprising a plate 
having a notch at one end, a cavity communicating w[ith the notch, a reanvardly- 
extending slot communicating one end with the cavity, the slot dividing the plate into two 
halves, each half having an exterior edge, at each of the edges an orthogonally oriented 
plate coupled electrically and physically to the respective edge, and a meander line 
coupled across the rearwardly-extending slot. 

None of the prior arts shows or suggests this gapless Vivaldi notch/mender line 
antenna. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
